Edward has demanded full support of
the Government's Irish bill tq the
equally emphatic declaration that ho
has iir pealed for tho Immcdlato mus-
tering of tho Ulster Volunteers to re-H- st

tho carrying out of the proposals
contained In the measure.

At any rote, Sir Edward's, silent
herjehmen dispersed ht Into tho
hills of Dcrry, Armagh and elsewhere
"to consult homo sentiment." They
mil return here next Wednesday for a
final decision on the attitude of Ulster
regarding tho bill. j

fir Kdward, who was reelected presi-
dent, declared that tho period was ono
for the greatest anxiety and that
whatever decision was reached should
tn taken only after tho most mature
ilHilicruMun.

sir Edward refused to make any
comment on tho situation. An obvlotw
interpretation of his stand is that ho
is determined to havo united support
of his followers In whatever position
he takes.

Shell IIIU Ilosnltni.
"February 2 A shell foil y

through the roof of a hospital and Into
tho attlo Just above the floor where
manv uatlentsi were quartered. The
Turks tried to set flro to the Bartcll
orphanage. The French retaliated by
burning the houso of the Instigator of
tho plan to burn tho orpnanage.

"February 3 Surely nobody In tho out-

side world realizes the seriousness of our
situation or an alrplano from Beirut
would drop a messago of cheer. Bullets
continue to enter the American buildings
and we havo all had narrow escapes.
Tho French horses and mules are slowly
starving. They will havo to bo killed to
feed the hungry multitudes. The French
are hving In hopes that help will come.

"February 4 This has been a tragic
day, stories of fresh massacres reaching
us. we aro resolved to stay ncre at au
hazards. God help the Armenians If the
Americans leave them!

"Februnry 5 Turkish officials held
prisoner by the French asked us for an
interview y. They sought our aid
".o obtnln their release, promising to try
to pecsuade the Turks to make peace
terms, but the general would not release
them. The French decided to kill the
horses nnd mules, as there Is- no forage
for them. We had a mulo roast to-d-

and liked IL It Is better than horse
meat.

Airplane IlriiiRa Mcaa-ige- .

"February 6 This is the eighteenth
day of tho siege of Marash. W'e had a
Joyful surprise. An airplane flew over
the city, dropping several messages,
which a high wind carried into the Turk-
ish part of the city. But we knew help
was near; wo were not forgotten. Store
victims y for the operating table;
more- - graves In the cemetery. I hope
help will come before all the Armenians
havo to pay the awful price of this need
less war.

"February 7 At last reinforcements
are In sight.. Already they aro fighting
their way Into tho city. Guns In the
planes are shelling tho hills, over which
scouts expect to reach the barracks. Wo
hear y that eighty girls. Inmates
of a rescue home, have been killed by tho
Turks, who afterward fired the building,
and we had to stand by without being
able to lift a hand.

"February 8 French troops aro In
the valley, their guns shelling jthe hills.
but It may bo days bofore they can en
circle tho city. Wounded continue to
come In and there are many deaths
dally. We spent the afternoon watch
ing the battle In the plain from the
upper college windows. Wc saw French
relieving troops finally effect ti connec-
tion with French forces In the barracks.

"February 9 Gen. Querette informed
us y that he has orders to evacuate
the city at midnight. This news ha.s
caused wild alarm among tlio women
ondjchlldren, who are crazed with fear.
We urged Gen. Querette to delay evac-
uation. He said he would try to recuro
a delay of twenty-fou- r hours. If the
French evneuate we nro not sure what
treatment we will receive at the hands
Of the Turks. Wc shall remain at our
posts, however, and do what We can to
shield the Armenians and protect Amer-
ican .Interests. We hope for the b.st,
but many fear tlio worrt.

I"enr Fate of Mint Ilaekley.
"February 10 Gen. Querette has been

granted b twenty-fou- r hour delay be--
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fore leaving the city. Armenians In tho
compounds ore frantic They aro de
termined to leave tho city witn mo
French, as thov fear massacre! Our
greatest fear Is for Miss Buckley (Miss
Frances S. Buckley of Capo Vincent,
Now York). She was in tho Beshalom
orphanage and has not been heard from
since tho beginning of tho siege.

"Wo nro fltt nc out the refugees lor a
Journey, giving them food" and Clothing
to tho oxtent permitted uy our nmiieu
supplies. Many orphan boys and girls
will lcavo with the exiles. Dr. Wilson
and Mrs. Wilson (of Boonshlll, Tenn.)
will remain, as will all the missionaries.
Dr. Elliott f Mabel C. Elliott of Benton
Harbor, Mich.), Miss Schultz, Miss Pow- -
crs (Mabel II. Powers or Norm itero,
Vt) and Miss Dougherty (Minnie E.
Dougherty of Holyoke. Mass.) will leave
with tho troops.

"I had decided to stay, but as two or
three thousand persons are going as
sheep without a shepherd Dr. Wilson
thinks I had better go with them to
tako charge nnd endeavor to find food
and shelter at their destination. It Is
a hard trek of nearly seventy-fiv- e miles
over mountain and plain. I fear many
will not bo equal to it. Troops and
refugees left the city between 6 and 9

The General and his staff left
at 10:30. It was bitterly cold, the elty
was In Humes and the guns were boom-
ing over tho hills covering our retreat

"February 11 As the column moved
away from the city It was a blaze of
splendor, the great barracks evacuated
by tho French being on flro and sil-

houetted against the sky. i

"Fobruary 12 The wcatner is severe
ly cold. Many of the weak ones have
dropped by the wayside to freeze or
starve. The column reached Bell Pou- -
nars at S o'clock this afternoon. The
village offered meagre accommodations
nnd refugets camped in the open, suf
fering severely.

1,000 Perish In March.
"February 13 During the night a

srowstorm raged as the column moved
forward. Before daylight It Increased
to a blizzard and continued through the
long march. From twelve to eighteen
hours poldlers and civilians made their
way throngh snowdrifts, the weak and
Infirm dropping out from sneer ex
haustion.

"February H We did our best for
the refugees, but many of them died
upon reaching the .destination, where
there was no accommodation, nnd little
fobd. I left with the French wounded
this, evening on a train for Adana and
conferred with the Ameri-
can Committee for Relief In the Near
East and Dr. Chambers of the American
Mission. Milk and blankets were des
patched Immediately to Islahle and all
tho American forces put themselves at
the service of the stranded Armenians."

Mr. .Crathern believes that more than
1,000 refugees perished In the snow on
the inarch of the column from Marash
to Islahle. He says the Armenians esti
mate that half their Armenian popula
tion of Marash, or 20,000 persons,
perished nltngcthcr from the outbreak.

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DUTCH AGAIN --REFUSE

TO DELIVER KAISER

Second Note to Allies Fromisos
to Bcstrlct liberty of

Fugitive

Thk IIaque, March 5. The Dutch
Government refused y for the sec-

ond time to deliver the Em-

peror to tho Entente Allies for trial.
In a note addressed to Premier Lloyd

George by the Dutch tForelgn Minister,
however, the Netherlands Government
promised to tal(o all necessary measures
to minimize the liberty of Wiihelm and
prevent, htm from cndaneerlns tho
world's peace. The note states that these
precautions will be taken "on the spot."
While Doom rs r.ot mentioned in tho
text, It is understood that in conversa-
tions with the allied diplomats here tho
Dutch authorities havo assured them
that close guarding and censorship will
be Instituted when Wllhelm occupies Ills
estate at that place.

The Dutch. Government declares lta
inability to change Its previous decisions.
If says It Is not forgetful of the In-

human ntts committed during the war,
but ' since Holland Is not a party to
the Versailles treaty the Quecn'o Gov-

ernment finds Itself in a different posi-

tion from other Powers with regard to
these acts,

"Since the Government's supreme duty
is to respect the constitutional laws pjf
the kingdom," the note continues, "it can
only emphasize that It would be com-
mitting an act contrary to law and
Justice and incompatible with the
national honor If it consented to violate
those laws by abolishing the rights ac-
corded to n fugitive finding himself on
Dutch territory."

Protesting that this attitude docs not
put Holland outside the community of
nations, the . note declares, Holland Is
fully conscious of the duties the presence
of the lays on tho Nether-
lands Government with regard to the
country's own Interests, as well as inter-
national security. The Government will
continue to observo these duties, being
able In tho exercise of Dutch sovereltrnty
to take on tho spot all precautionary
measures deemed requisite to subject tho
freedom of the to necessary
limitations.
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GIVES DP PLAN FOR

WORLD REVOLUTION

Bolsliovlk Foreign Minister Is
Sure Soviots Can Carry on

Trado Successfully.

Moscow, March 1, via Berlin to Lon-

don, March 5. That tho Soviet Govern-
ment does not consider a world revolu-
tion necessary for tho continued exist-
ence of the Soviet state In Russia was

'declared to-d- by M. Tcliltchcrln, the
Uolshovlk Foreign Minister.

"There, Is no reason why we should
not resume trado relations and offer con-

cessions' to capitalist) nations without
sacrificing our communist principles,"
said M. Tchltchcrln, "Tho problem of-

fers complications, but they can be
solved. Tho Soviet Government does not
contemplate a worldwldo propaganda In
demonstration of tho sbund oconbmlo
nnd Industrial development In tho Soviet
otate."

M. Tchltcherln refused a definite ex-

pression of opinion with regard to pcaco
with Poland, but Intimated that ho es-

tablishment of boundaries' woujd mean
Polish Junkcrdori and an nrtlllcial
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of nan-Poli- territory. He
oxpressed the bellof that thoro was a
strong eentlmont for peace among tho
Polish Socialists which might force tho
hand of tho Polish Government.

Londok, March 5, A wireless des-
patch from (Moscow eayo the Hod army
lias broken victoriously through to the
shores of tho Arctlo Ocean. It ndds
that the Murmansk Railway Is free qt
tho W'htto forces as far as Murmansk.
